On the 4th February, 1968, Shri lago Ram was accom- 
panying the Commandant of the 1st Battalion, Himachal 
Pradesh Aimed Police, in a jeep to Rampur, Near Nirth, 
they found that a platform pillar of the ropeway trolley on 
tlie left bank of liver Sutlej had suddenly started falling 
towards the river due to the loosening of its foundation by 
heavy rains. Two women were caught inside the trolley 
which was stuck to the masonary pillar which was tilted 
precariously and was expected to crash down in the river at 
any moment, 'three men who tried to assist the women 
had slipped in the deep gap caused by the dislodgement of 
the boulder on which the foundation of the pillar rested and 
had only escaped death miraculously. The women In the 
fiolley were wailing and crying tor help. On seeing this 
Shri Jago Ram, in disregard of hi own life, scaled the pillar 
and brought out the two women from the trolley and so 
saved their lives. 

Shri Jago Ram displayed great courage and gallantry in 

saving the lives of the women at the rhk of his own.

On the 1st October 1967, when the 
enemy launched a sudden attack on our positions, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mahatam Singh reached the scene after an arduous 
march and restored the situation almost instantaneously and 
also established physical contact with one of our positions 
which had borne the burnt of the fighting.

exemplary courage, leadership and devotion to duty.

1. 271J2 Subedar CHALHNUNA LUSHAI, 

Assam Rifles 

(Effective date of award — 24th February 1967) 

On the 24th February 1967, Subedar Chalhnuna Luahai 
was detailed to raid and capture a hostile camp at a village 
in Mizo Hills. When his platoon was about 50 yards from 
the hostile camp, it was held up by continuous Light Machine 
Gun and Rifle fire. Subedar Luahai crawled upto the hostilea" 
position at great personal risk and threw a hand-grenade on 
the LMG position and thus silenced it, which enabled his 
platoon to achieve its objective. The platoon destroyed the 
hostile camp, killing 3 hostile-, and capturing arms and 
ammunition. 

In this action, Subedar Chalhnuna Luehal displayed 
exemplary courage and leadership. 

2. Captain ALLAH NOOR KATHAT (EC-57412), 

Assam Rifles. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award — 2nd July 1967) 

Captain Allah Noor Kathat was commanding a wing of a 
battalion of Assam Rifles in the Mizo Hills in April 1967. 
In a very short period, he was able to restore confidence in 
general public in that area. On the 2nd July 1967. when 
he was informed by a villager that three hostiles had been 
seen near a village church demanding food and shelter from 
the villagers, he Immediately took out a patrol to deal with 
the hostiles, While the patrol was on it* way back to Its 
post. Captain Kathat was interrupted by the villager who 
had given the information earlier but the interruption was 
actually intended to mark out Captain Kathat as the main 
target. The hostile® who had taken up ambush positions in 
the thick jungle opened small arms Are on tho patrol. 
Although Captain Kathat was seriously wounded, he killed 
the hostile Informer and rushed upon the hostile gang 
ordering his men to follow him. During this encounter, 
Captain Kathat received two more bullet wounds but not- 
withstanding this he continued to encourage his men to 
engage the hostile®. The hostile* became un-nerved and 
fled, leaving behind 3 dead, on e gun and a large quantity of 
ammunition. Captain Kathat succumbed to his injuries. 

Throughout, Captain Allah Noor Kathat displayed exem- 
plary courage, determination and leadership.

Jammu and Kashmir Rifle*. 

(Effective date of award — lrf October 1967) 

Subedar Waryam StnRh was commanding a platoon of a 
battalion of lammu and Kashmir Rifles in the Cho La area. 
On the 1st October 1967. when the Chinese forces opposite 
our positions suddenly opened fire with heavy machine guns 
and recoilless guns. Subedar Waryam ' Singh Immediately 
ordered his men to fire back at the Chinese forces, Despite 
heavy enemy fire, he moved from one position to another 
instilling confidence in his men. At times, he himself 
engaged tho Chinese forces with his sub-machine gun and 
foiled their attempts to over-run his position despite heavy 
casualties on hia side. 

Throughout. Subedar Waryam Singh displayed courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty. 

2. 13717044 Havildar NARTNDER SINGH. 

Jammu and Kashmir Rifles, ( Posthumous ) 

(Effective date of award— lrf October 1967) 

Havildar Narinder Singh was serving with a platoon of a 
battalion of Tammu h Kashmir Rifles in the Cho La area In 
October 1967. On the 1st October 1967, when the Chinese 
forces suddenly opened fire with heavy machine-gun and 
rec.olll ess guns at our positions. Havildar Narinder Singh 
whose section was deployed only a few yard* awav from the 
Chinese position, rushed forward to a stone wall and started 
hurling grenades at the Chinese forces and also encouraged 


his men to put up a stiff resistance. While doing so, ho was 
shot in tho head and succumbed to his injuries. 

In this action, Havildar Narinder Singh displayed courage 
and determination. 

3 . 9404031 Havildar TIN JONG LAMA. 

Gorkha Rifles, 

(Effective date of award — 1st October 1967) 

Havildar Tinjong Lama was commanding a recoilless gun 
detachment in the Cho La area on the 1st October 1967 
When the Chinese forces opened heavy machine-gun fire on 
our posts. Havildar Lama brought hia recoilless gun promptly 
into action and destroyed a Chinese heavy machine-gun post. 
Although his detachment suffered casualties, he manned hia 
recoilless gun single-handed and damaged another Chinese 
machine gun. 

In this action, Havildar Tinjong Lama displayed courage 
and determination. 

4. 13727452 Rifleman GAGAN CHAND. 

Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. ( Posthumous ) 

(Effective date of award — 1st October 1967) 

Rifleman Gagan Chand was serving in -a battalion of 
Jammu A Kashmir Rifles, which was involved in tho fighting 
in the Cho La area on the 1st October 1967. When the 
Chinese opened heavy machine-gun and recoilless gun fire 
on his position, he, disregarding personal safety, rushed to 
a nearby post, picked up the light machine-gun and effectively 
fired on the Chinese killing 5 of them. He continued to 
fire till he was fatally wounded and fell at his post fighting 
to the last. 

In this action, Rifleman Gagan Chand displayed courage, 
determination and devotion to duty. 

5. 9409060 Rifleman DEBI PRASAD LIMBU, 

Gorkha Rifles. ( Posthumous ) 

(Effecttve date of award — 1 St October 1967) 

Rifleman Debi Prasad Limbu was the forward sentry In a 
platoon post in the Cho La area on the 1st October 1967. 
When the Chinese suddenly opened fire with heavy machlne- 

C mortars, rocket launcher, rifles. LMGs 'and grenados. he 
on firing at the Chinese. After he had finished his 
ammunition, he took out his khukri and charged the Chinese 
and killed about five Chinese soldiers before he was himself 
killed. 

In this action. Rifleman Debi Prasad Limbu displayed 
courage and determination. 

6. 1190652 Gunner (ORA) S. PAKKIR MOHAMMED, 
Artillery, 

(Effective dale of award — lrt October 1967) 

Gunner S. Pakklr Mohammed was signaller In the obser- 
vation party at Cho La on the 1st October 1967, when, due 
to sudden Chinese heavy Are, the observation post line got 
out and the signal NCO. who whs bringing up the remote 
control was hit by enemy mortar fire. Gunner S. Pakklr 
Mohammed immediately jumped out of his trench and 
rushed forward to his comrade who was seriously wounded 
and removed him to safety. Thereafter he restored the 
communication. When the line was again cut he once again 
jumped out of tho trench and repaired the line, but by 
this time due to a direct mortar hit on the observation post, 
the radio-set and telephones had been blown up. He, how- 
ever, maintained the single telephone line which was repeated- 
ly being cut by Chinese Mortar fire. 

In this action. Gunner S. Pakklr Mohammed displayed 
courage and devotion to duty. 

No. 83-Prer./ 68. — The President Is pleased to approve the 
award of the SHAURYA CHAKRA for acts of gallantry 
to : — 

1. 15563 Havildar HARKA BAHADUR THAPA, 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective, date of award — 1st May 1967) 

On the 7th April 1967. while Havildar Harka Bahadur 
Thapa was engaged in siting his ambush party. JP an area 
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in Mizo District, he came across an armed hostile scout. 
He pounced upon the hostile and seized his weapon and 
ammunition. On the 30th April 1967, Havildar Thapa waa 
ordered to lead a 15 man patrol and lay an ambush. To 
achieve surprise, he took a circuitous route through thick 
jungle and along with 3 other ranks, took up a position a 
little ahead from his main party. The neat day, he observed 
a group of 3 or 4 men moving from the direction of the 
Dhauleswari river, which aroused his suspicion. He deploy- 
ed his small party skilfully and attacked the hostlles who 
had settled down in a place at the outskirts of the village to 
confer. He killed one hostile and captured another, In 
the ensuing combing operation, Havildar Thapa captured 
two le'aders of hostiles, some arms and a number of Impor- 
tant documents. 

In this action, Havildar Harka Bahadur Thapa displayed 
courage and initiative. 

2. No. 16930 Nafk URBADUTTA CHHETRI, 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 16 th June 1967) 

On the night of the 16th/17th June, 1967. Mizo hostiles 
kidnapped a large number of Government servants and loyal 
citizens from Aifal township. Naik Urbadutta Chhetri was 
a section Commander of one of the parties which was order- 
ed to comb the surrounding are'a. While the patrol was 
conducting a search, Naik Chhetri saw a wisp of smoke 
curling up from one of the deserted huts. Before the hut 
could be assaulted, the hostiles became aware of the presence 
of the patrol and tried to escape under cover of fire. Naik 
Chhetri with two other ORs, quickly moved to the rear of 
the hostiles* position and got advantage point, but unfor- 
tunately found his sten-gun jammed at the most crucial 
moment. But before the hostile (runner could open Are he 
pinned him down and captured him along with his LMG. 
Naik Chhetri's other two companion who arrived at the spot 
quickly tackled other hostiles and captured arms, a h'and- 
grenade and a good deal of ammunition. 

In this action, Naik Urbadutta Chhetri displayed courage 
and determination, 

3. Second Lieutenant PRATAP RANA (10-17508). 

Bihar Regiment. 

(Effective date of award — 6th August 1967) 

On the 5th August 1967. 2nd/Lt. Pratao Rana was ordered 
to proceed with a patrol of 18 men to locate a hostile gang 
approximately 200 strong in an area in Manipur who were 
reported to be in possession of 9 l.MOs, about 100 rifles and 
several other weapons. On the 6th August 1967. on receiv- 
ing information, about the gang in a village 2nd/Lt. Rana 
Immediately set out for that place and was able to locate the 
gang. He approached close to the village and opened fire 
On the gang who were taken bv complete surprise. During 
the encounter the lender of the pane was kil'ed. which 
demoralised the hostiles who fled 2nd/Lt. Rana pursued 
them killing some more and forcing the others to leave 
Manipur State, 

Ip this action. Second-Lieutenant Pratao Rana displayed 
cool courage, determination and leadership, 

4. No. 2561904 Sepoy RAJI, 

Madras Regiment. 

( Effective date of award — 29 th September 1967) 

Sepoy Ra)i was on water duty at the river Sutlei at 
Hussainlwala on the 29th September 1967, A Pakistani sus- 
pect apprehended by the Border Security Force was un- 
shackled and permitted to drink water from the river. The 
prisoner suddenly iumned into the river, which was in high 
spate, and started swimming down-stream towards the 
Pakistan side. Although the Security Force Guard fried two 
rounds at the escaping prisoner, these nroved Ineffective. 
Sepov Rali who was standing on the bank of the river some 
distance down-stream, noticed this apd realising that some- 
thing was wrong immediately iumned into the swift flowing 
river, overtook the escaping prisoner grappled with him and 
finally overpowered him and handed him over to the Security 
Guard. 

Sepoy Rajl displayed cool courage, initiative and determina-

5. JC-32917 Kalb Subedar MAN SINGH, 
fat Regiment. 

(Effective date of award — 27th December 1967) 

Naib Subedar Man Singh was point platoon commander 
of a column of a company of the Jat Regiment in Mizo 
Hills in December 1967. On, the 27th December 1967, 
his column clashed with hostiles near Assam-Burma border. 
The hostile camp sentry fired on our scout and killed him. 
On seeing this, Naib Subedar Man Singh assaulted the hostile 
camp with his platoon which came under hostile fire. He 
led his men boldly and rushed to the hostile LMG which 
was firing at them. He received 3 LMG bursts in his left 
shoulder but ho forced the hostile LMG to withdraw to the 
rear. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Man Singh displayed courage 
and leadership. 

6. No. 2642140 Naik JATIA RAM. 

Grenadiers. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award — 3 lit January 1968) 

On the 31st January 1968. at approximately 1645 hours, 
a battalion of Grenadiers was marching to concentration 
area in Sela area in NEFA for taking part in the Corps 
exercise. The battalion took a short cut down th e hill-side 
and arrived at a lower alignment of the road near the 
junction of two big streams. Because of the roar of the 
stream and no sentry being encountered on the route taken 
by th# battalion, the battalion was unaware of a bulldozer 
working on a new alignment about 600 metres above. While 
Naik Jatia Ram’s company was negotiating a point, the 
sound of the falling stones was heard. Naik Jatia Ram 
immediately shouted to his section to seek cover of the hill- 
side. He physically pushed some of the men of his section 
towards the hill-side and in so doing he waa delayed in 
seeking safety for himself and was mortally Injured as a 
result of which he died later. 

Throughout, Naik Jatia Ram displayed cool courage and 
initiative.

On the 26th 
May 1967, he was ordered to capture and destroy a hostile 
camp. Due to heavy firing by the hostiles. his platoon was 
held up about 100 yards short of the objective. Undaunted, 
he immediately charged the hostile position and with _ the 
help of his men was able to capture the hostile position, 
killing 2 hostiles on the spot and capturing one along with 
arms and ammunition. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Chltra Bahadur Owning dis- 
played courage And determination.

On the 4th November 1967, Lance Naik Yam Bahadur 
Bhandari was the leading stout of a platoon patrol In Mizo 
District. When he reached the outskirts of a village, he 
noticed about 20 armed hostiles 500 yards ahead of him. 
The hostile sentrv Immediately raised an alarm by firing 
warning bursts. Realising that the hostiles would run awav 
under the cover of fire he charged the hostile? with his sec- 
tion following him. Un-nerved bv sudden assault, the 
hostiles started running in different directions. Lance 
Naik BhandRrf with his men chased them and finding 
that 3 armed hostiles had Jumped down a steep criff 
side, himself followed suit and wounded a hostile who drop- 
ped his LMG and escaped. During the course of a subse- 
quent Search, a dead body of a hostile was also recovered 
from the area from where the hostile LMG was captured. 

Tn this action. T.ance Naik Yam Bahadur Bhandari dis- 
played courage and initiative.

He was ordered to take a small patrol to recon- 
noitre some caves in the area where the hostile® could seek 
shelter. While moving with two other men, he suddenly 
met the leader of 5 armed hostiles who were running away.

Despite being wounded, he engaged the hostile 
leader in a hand-to-hand fight and succeeded in killin g him.

Assam Rifles. 

On the 2nd July 1967, Rifleman Dhan Bahadur Chhetri 
was a member of the patrol which was taken out to deal 
with a reported hostile intrusion into a village in Mizo Hills. 
After completing the search of the village and its surrounding 
area, while the patrol was on its way back to the post, it 
was fired upon by a party of about 20 armed hostiles. In 
the very opening burst, Rifleman Chhetri was wounded, but 
notwithstanding this, he followed his patrol leader to charge 
the hostiles, firing his machine-gun from the hip. This 
brave action so unnerved the hostiles that they fled leaving 
arms and ammunition and 3 dead. 

In this action. Rifleman Dhan Bahadur Chhetri displayed 
courage and determination. 

5. 181991 Rifleman NGURKHUMA LUSHAI. 

Assam Rifles. 

On the 14th March 1967, Rifleman Ngurkhuma Lushai 
was a member of a patrol which was sent out to search tor 
hostiles who were reported to have been concentrating in a 
village in the Mizo Hills. He was leading scout of the 
patrol when it was fired upon by hostiles from close range. 
He realised that the only way to save the patrol was to 
launch an immediate assault on the hostiles. He alone 
assaulted the hostile position and was later joined by the 
second scout. As a result of the prompt action, the hostiles 
were completely discouraged and fled into the jungle, leaving 
behind two rifles and some ammunition. 

In this action. Rifleman Ngurkhuma Lushai displayed 
courage and determination.

RULES 

New Delhi, th e 4th January 1969 

No. 4/76/68-AIS (IV) ■ — The rules for a competitive 
examination to be held by the Union Public Service 
Commission in July, 1969, for selection of Released 
Emergency Commissioned Officers/ Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers who were Commissioned in the Arm- 
ed Forces after 1st November, 1962, for the purpose 
of filling vacancies reserved for them in the Indian 
Forest Service are published for general informa- 
tion. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the re- 
sults of the examination will be specified in the Notice 
issued by the Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Govern- 
ment. 


Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/ 
Uribes mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists 
(Modification) Order, 1966, read with Scheduled Castes 
ind Scheduled Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act, 1966, 
;he Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled 
Hastes Order 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled 
Hastes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution 
(Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order. 1904 and the 
Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order. 1967. 
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3. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix IX to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination will be held shall be fixed by the Com- 
mission. _ 

4. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, all 
Emergency Commissioned Officers/ Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers who were commissioned m the Aim- 
ed Forces alter 1st November, 1862, and who have 
been released during 1968, or during 1969 prior to 
the date ol this notification, or are due to be released 
thereafter till the end ol 1969, will be eligible to 
appear at this examination. 

Provided that Emergency Commissioned Officers/ 
Short Service Commissioned Officers commissioned in 
the Armed Forces after 1st November, 1962, who were 
released prior to 1968 shall be eligible to appear at this 
examination in accordance with the provisions ol Rule 
8 . 

Nora 1. — For the purpose of these Rules, "release” 
means : 

(i) actual release according to a phased pro- 
gramme in the case ot Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers, 

(ii) actual release at the end ol the tenure ol 
their service in the case of Short Service 
Commissioned Officers, 

(iii) invalidment owing to a disability attributa- 
ble to or aggravated by military service, 

from the Armed Forces after a spell of service, and 
not during or at the end of training, or during or 
at the end of Short Service Commission granted to 
cover the period of such training prior to being taken 
in actual service, nor does it cover cases of officers 
released on account of misconduct, or inefficiency or 
at their own request. 

Nora 2. — The candidature of a person Is liable to 
be be cancelled, if after submitting his application, ho 
is granted permanent Commission in the Armed Forces, 
ox he resigns from the Armed Forces, or he ia released 
therefrom on account of misconduct, inefficiency or at 
his own request. 

Nora 3. — Engineers and Doctors employed under the 
Central Government or State Governments or Govern- 
ment owned industrial undertakings who are required 
to serve in the Armed Forces for a minimum pres- 
cribed period under the Compulsory Liability Scheme 
and who are granted Short Service Commission under 
the relevant rules during the period of such service 
will not be eligible for admission to this examination. 

Nora 4. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces and called upon for temporary service will 
not be eligible for admission to this examination. 

6. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, 
before the 1st January, 1962, with the intention 
of permanently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, and the East 
African countries of Kenya, Uganda and the 
United Republic of Tanzania (formerly 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 
(c), (d), (e) and (f) above shall be a person 
In whose favour a certificate of eligibility has 
been Issued by the Government of India, 


Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be rwsces- 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to any one of 
the following categories ; — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and 
have Ordinarily been residing in India since 
then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
on or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, 
and have got themselves registered os citizens 
under Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(.iii) Non citizens in category (f) above who en- 
tered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, 
viz., 26th January, I960, and who have conti- 
nued in such service since then, Any such 
person who re-entered or may re-enter such 
service with break after the 26th January, 
I960, will however require certificate of eligi- 
bility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination and 
he may also provisionally be appointed subject to the 
necessary certificate being given to him by the Govern- 
ment. 

6. (a) A candidate must not have attained the age 
of 24 years on the 1st July of the year in which he 

i oined the pre-commission training in the Armed 
firces or got the Commission (where there was only 
post Commission training). 

(b) The age limit prescribed above will be relaxa- 
bla: — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st January 1964; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Sche- 
duled Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced 
person from East Pakistan and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st January, 1964; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of 
Pondicherry and has received education 
through the medium of French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vl) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Ceylon and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st November, 1964, under 
the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from 
Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzi- 
bar) ; 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a borta fide repatriate of Indian origin fron 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candifite 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and ia also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and has migaled 
to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 
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Kxi) up to a maximum of three years in the case 
of defence services personnel disabled in 
operations during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area and released 
as a consequence thereof; 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case 
of defence services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign coun- 
try or in a disturbed area and released as a 
consequence threeof, who belong to the Sche- 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date who joined the pre-Commission training 
in the Armed Forces or got the Commission 
(where there was only post-Commission train- 
ing), in 1983, is a bona fide displaced person 
from Pakistan; 

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years if a candi- 
date who joined the pre-Commission train- 
ing in the Armed Forces or got the Commis- 
sion (where there was only post Commission 
training), in 1963, belongs to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide 
displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xv) up to a maximum of four years if a candi- 
date. who joined the pre-Commission training 
in the Armed Forces or got the Commission 
(where there was only post Commission train- 
ing), in 1963 or 1964 or 1965, is a resident of 
the Andaman and Nicobar Islands; and 

(xvi) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date, who joined the pre-Commission training 
in the Armed Forces or got the Commission 
(where there was only post-Commission train- 
ing), in 1968 or 1964 or 1968, is an Indian 
eitlren and is a repatriate from Ceylon. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 

PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED 

7. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more 
than two times at the examination, the restriction being 
effective from the examination held in 1968. 

Not*. — A candidate shall be deemed to have com- 
peted at the examination if he actually appears In any 
one or more subjects. 

8. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, a candi- 
date must take the examinations held in the year of 
his release and in the year following the year of his 
release, as hia first and second chances respectively. 

Provided that 

(i) a candidate released prior to 1968 may take 
the examination to be held in 1909 as his 
second chance; and 

(ii) a candidate invalided owing to a disability 
attributable to or aggravated by military ser- 
vice, during 1968 after the closing date pre- 
scribed for receipt of applications for the 
1968 examination may take the examination 
to be held in 1909 as his first chance. 

Nora. — The provision contained in proviso (il) to 
this Rule will not apply to candidates who were due 
for release in 1968 according to a phased programme 
(in the case of Emergency Commissioned Officers) 
or at the end of the tenure of their service (in the 
case of Short Service Commissioned Officers). 

9. A candidate must hold a Bachelor’s degree with 
at least one of the subjects, namely, Botany, Chemistry, 
Geology, Physics and Zoology or a Bachelor’s degree 
in Agriculture, or in Civil or Mechanical or Chemical 
>r Agricultural Engineering of any of the Universities 
•numerated in Appendix I or must possess any of the 
cualiflcations, mentioned in Appendix-I-A subject to 
tie condition stipulated therein. 

'Jote I.-— A candidate who has appeared at „n ex- 
amination the passing of which would render him ell- 
gibe to appear at this examination but has not been 


informed of the result may apply for admission to the 
examination. A candidate wtio intends to appear at 
such a qualifying examination may also apply provid- 
ed the qualifying examination is completed before the 
commencement of this examination. Such candidates 
will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligi- 
ble, but the admission would be deemed to be provi- 
sional and subject to cancellation if they do not pro- 
duce proof of having passed the examination, as soon 
as possible, and in any case not later than two months 
after the commencement of this examination. 

Note II. — In exceptional cases the Union Public 
Service Commission may treat a candidate, who has 
not any of the forgoing qualifications, as a qualified 
candidate provided that he has passed examinations 
conducted by other institutions, the standard of which 
in the opinion of the Commission, justifies his admis- 
sion to the examination. 

Note III. — A candidate who is otherwise qualified 
but who has taken a degree from a foreign university 
which is not included in Appendix I, may also apply 
to the Commission and may be admitted to the exami- 
nation at the discretion of the Commission. 

10. A candidate serving in the armed forces must 
submit his application for this examination to the 
Officer Commanding his unit who will forward it to 
the Union Public Service Commission. A candidate 
who is himself the Officer Commanding his Unit must 
submit his application through his next superior officer. 

All other candidates in Government Service must 
obtain prior permission of the Head of the Depart- 
ment to appear for the Examination. 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibi- 
lity or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the 
examination shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the 
Commission. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for hb candidature by any means may dis- 
qualify him for admission. 

14. A candidate who in the opinion of the Com- 
mission has resorted to impersonation or has submit- 
ted fabricated documents or has submitted documents 
which have been tampered with or has made state- 
ments which are incorrect or false or has suppressed 
material information or has otherwise resorted to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining ad- 
mission to the examination, or has used or ha3 attempt- 
ed to use unfair means in the examination hall or has 
misbehaved in the examination hall, or has been found 
to have in his possession or accessible to him unautho- 
rised papers, books or notes etc. in the examination 
hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified 
period — 

(i) by the Commission, from adpiission to 
any examination or appearance at any 
interview held by the Commission for 
selection of candidates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government, from taking 
up any employment under them; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the 
appropriate rules, if he is already In service 
under Government, 

15. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination as may be fixed 
by the Commission in their discretion shall be sum- 
moned by them for the uiutx voce. 

10. After the examination, the candidates will be 
arranged by the Commission in the order of merit 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to 
each candidate, and in that order so many candidates 
as are found by the Commission to be qualified by 
the examination shall be recommended for appoint- 
ment. 
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Provided that any candidate belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes of the Scheduled Tribes, who though 
not qualified by the standard prescribed by the Com- 
mission for the Service, is declared by them to be 
suitable for appointment thereto with due regard to 
the maintenance of efficiency of administration, shali 
be recommended for appointment to vacancies reserved 
for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes, as the case may be, in the Service. 

17. (a) If on the result of the examination, a 
sufficient number of qualified candidates is not avail- 
able to All the vacancies reserved for released Emer- 
gency Commissioned/Short Service Commissioned 
Officers, the unfilled vacancies shall be filled in the 
manner prescribed by the Government in this behalf 
from time to time. 

(b) If the number of qualified candidates is larger 
than the number of vacancies reserved for released 
Emergency Commissioned/Short Commissioned Officers, 
the names of those who are not appointed shall be 
kept on the waiting list for appointment against the 
quota of vacancies reserved for them in the succeed- 
ing year(s).

(a) Written examination in two subjects as shown 
in para 2 below carrying a maximum of 300 
marks. 

(b) Viva voce for such of the candidates as may 
be called by the Commission carrying a maxi- 
mum of 300 marks of which 50 marks shall be 
assigned to the Evaluation of the Record of 
Service in the Armed Forces. 

2. The subjects of the written examination, the time 
allowed and the maximum marks allotted to each 
subject, will be as follows :

3. The syllabus for the examination will be as in the 
attached Schedule; and the question papers for the 
written examination will be the same as for the cor- 
responding subjects in the scheme of the regular 
Indian Forest Service Examination which will be held 
concurrently. 

4. All question papers must be answered In English. 

5. Candidates must write the papers in their own 
hand. In no circumstances, will they be allowed the 
help of a scribe to write the answers for them. 

6. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying 
marks in any or all the subjects of the examination. 

7. If a candidate’s handwriting Is not easily legible, 
a deduction will be made on this account from the 
total marks otherwise accruing to him. 

8. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial 
knowledge. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and 
exact expression combined with due economy of words 
in all subjects of the examination. 

SCHEDULE 

(vide para 3 of Appendix II) 

Part A 

The standard of papers will be such as may be ex- 
pected of a Science/Engineering graduate of an Indian 
University. 

(1) General English 

Candidates will be required to write an essay In 
English. Other questions will be designed to test their 
understanding of English and workmanlike use of 
words. Passages will usually be set for summary or 
precis. 

(2) General Knowledge 

General Knowledge Including knowledge of current 
events and of such matters of every day observation 
and experience in their scientific aspects as may be 
expected of an educated person who has not made 
a special study of any scientific subject. The paper 
will also include questions on History of India and 
Geography of a nature which candidates should be 
able to answer without special study. 

Part B 

Viva voce : The candidates will be examined bv a 
Board who will have before them a record of the 
career of each candidate, including service In the 
Armed Forces. The candidate will be asked questions 
on matters of general Interest and his subiects of aca- 
demic study, as also on his experience In the Armed 
Forees. The ohiect of the Vive voce is an assessment 
of the suitability of the candidate for the Service bv 
a Board of competent and unbiased observers. 


2, The technique of the Viva voce is not that of a 
strict cross examination, but of a natural, though 
directed and purposive conversation, intended to re- 
veal the mental qualities of the candidate, e^j., the in- 
tellectual curiosity, critical powers of observation and 
assimilation, balance of judgment, and alertness of 
mind; initiative, tact, capacity for leadership; the 
ability for social cohesion; mental and physical energy 
and powers of practical application; integrity of cha- 
racter; and other qualities such as topographical sense, 
love for out-door life and the desire to explore un- 
known and out of way places. 


APPENDIX III 
(Vide Rule 23) 

The Appendix briefly describes the conditions of 
service as applicable to candidates recruited through 
the regular Indian Forest Service Examination. Tn4 
seniority and pay of the candidates who may be ap- 
pointed on the results of this examination would be 
regulated in accordance with the special orders issued 
by the Government in this behalf. 

(a) Appointments will be made on probation for a 
period of three years which may be extended. Suc- 
cessful candidates will be required to undergo proba- 
tion at such place and in such manner and pass 
such examinations during the period of probation as 
the Government of India may determine. 

(b) If, in the opinion of Government, the work hr 
conduct of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory or 
shows that he is unlikely to become efficient Govern-, 
ment may discharge him forthwith. 

(c) On the conclusion of his period of probation, 
Government may confirm the officer in his appoint- 
ment or, if his work or conduct has in the opinion of 
Government been unsatisfactory Government mav 
either discharge him from the Service or mav extend 
his period of probation for such further period as Gov- 
ernment may think fit. 

(d) If the power to make appointments in the Ser- 
vice is delegated by Government to any officer that 
officer may exercise any of the powers of Govern- 
ment under clauses (b) and (c) above. 

(e) An officer belonging to the Indian Forest Service 
will be liable to serv e anywhere in India or abroad 
either under the Central Government or under a State 
Government,

(ft) Provident Fund. — Officers of the Indian Forest 
Service are governed bv the All India Service (Pro- 
vident Fund) Rules 1955. 

(h) Leave. — Officers of the Indian Forest Service are 
governed by the All India Service (Leave) Rules, 1955. 

(i) Medical Attendance. — Officers of the Indian 
Forest Service are entitled to medical attendance bene- 
fits admissible under the All India Services (Medical 
Attendance) Rules, 1954. 

(j) Retirement Benefits. — Officers of the Indian 
Forest Service appointed on the basis of ’ Comnetitive 
Examination are governed bv the All India Services 
(Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Rules, 1950 
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APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 
( vide Rule 20) 

(These regulations are published for the convenience 
of candidates and In order to enable them to ascertain 
the probability of their coming up to the required 
physical standard. The regulations are also intended 
to provide guide lines to the medical examiners and a 
candidate who does not satisfy the minimum require- 
ments prescribed in the regulations cannot be declared 
fit by the medical examiners. However, while holding 
that a candidate is not At according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible 
for a Medical Board to recommend to the Govern- 
ment of India for reasons specifically recorded in 
writing that he may be admitted to service without 
disadvantage to Government. It should, however, be 
clearly understood that the Government of India re- 
serve to themselves, absolute discretion to reject or 
accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Board. For the disabled ex-Defence Ser- 
vices personnel the standards will be relaxed consis- 
tent with the requirements of the service). 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate 
must be In good mental and bodily health and free 
from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. Walking test. — The candidates will be required to 
qualify In walking test of 26 Kilometers to be com- 
pleted In 4 hours. The arrangement for conducting 
this test will be made by the Inspector General of 
Forests, Government of India so as to synchronise with 
the sittings of the Medical Board. 

3. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height 
and chest girth of candidates of Indian (including 
Anglo-Indian) race it la left to the Medical Board 
to use whatever correlation figures are considered most 
suitable as a guide in the examination of the candi- 
dates. If there be any disproportion with regard to 
height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be Hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate Is declared fit or 
not fit by the Board. 

(b) The minimum standard for height and chest 
girth without which candidates cannot be accepted, 
are as follows r —

The minimum height prescribed is relaxable in case 
of candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas, 
Garwalis, Assamese, Nagaland Tribals, etc., whose 
average height la distinctly lower. 

4. The candidate’s cheat will be measured as fol- 
lows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or 
other sides of the feet. He will stand erect 
without rigidity and with the heels, calves, 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standard; 
the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex 
of the head level under the horizontal bar and 
the height will be recorded in centimetres and 
parts of a centimetre to halves, 

5. The candidate's chest will be measured as "fol- 
lows : — ■ 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet to- 
gether and to raise his arms over his head. 
The tape will be so adjusted round the chest 
that its upper edge touches the inferior angles 


of the shoulder blades behind and lies in \he 
same horizontal plane when the tape is taken 
round the chest, The arms will then be 
lowered to hang loosely by the side and care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the 
tape. The candidate will then be directed to 
take a deep inspiration several times and the 
maximum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully noted and the minimum and maximum 
will then be recorded in centimetres 84-89, 
88- W. 8 etc. In recording the measurements 
fractions of less than half centimetre should 
not be noted. 

6. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of a half of a kilo- 
gram should not be noted. 

7. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accor- 
dance with the following rules. The result of each 
test will be recorded ; — 

(1) General . — The candidate’s eyes will be sub- 
mitted to a general examination directed to 
the detection of any disease or abnormality. 
The candidate will be rejected If he suffers 
from any squint or morbid conditions of eyes, 
eye-lids or contiguous structures of such a 
sort as to render, or likely at a future date to 
render Mm unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity.— The. examination for deter- 
mining the acuteness of vision ■ Includes two 
tests, one for distant, the other for near vision. 
Each eye will be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye 
vision but the naked eye vision of the candidates 
shall, however, be recorded by the Medical Board or 
other medical authority In every case, as It will fur- 
nish the basic Information In regard to the condition 
of the eye.

(1) Total amount of Myopia (including the cylin- 
der) shall not exceed — 4.00D in each eye.

(2) Fundus Examination . — Wherever possible fun- 
dus examination will be carried out at the discretion 
of the Medical Board and results recorded. 

(3) Colour Vision . — (1) The testing of colour vision 
shall be essential. 

(ii) Colour preception should be graded Into a 
higher and a lower Grade depending upon the size 
of the aparture in the lantern as described In the table 
below : —

(ill) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recogni- 
tion with ease and without hesitation of signal red, 
signal green and white colours, The use of Ishihara’s 
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plates, shown, in good light and suitahlc lantern like 
Edrtge Green’s shall be .considered quite dependable 
for testing colour vision, "While either of the two tests 
may ' ordinarily be considered sufficient, in respect of 
the services concerned with road, rail and air traffic, 
it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubt- 
ful cases where a candidate fails to qualify When test- 
ed by only the one of the tests, both the tests should 
be employed. 

(4) Field of Vision.— The field of vision shall be 
tested in respect of all services by the confrontation 
method. Where suoh test gives unsatisfactory or 
doubtful results, the field of vision should he deterr 
mined on the perimeter, 

(5) Night Blindness.— Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine, but only in special cases. No 
standard test for the testing of nightblindircss or 
dark adaption is prescribed. The Medical Board 
should be given the discretion to improvise such 
rough tests, e.fjr, recording of visual acuity with reduced 
illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darknened room after he/she has 
been there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates’ own 
statements should not always be relied upon but they 
should be given due consideration. 

(6) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity. — -(a) 
Any organic disease or a progressive refractive error 
which is likely' to result in loweririg the visual acuity 
should be considered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma.— Trachoma; unless complicated, shall 
not ordinarily 4>e a cause for disqualification. 

(c) Squint. — As the presence of binocular vision is 
essential, squint, even if the visual acuity is of the 
prescribed standard, should be considered as a disquali- 
fication. 

(d) One-eyed persons. — The employment of one- 
eyed individuals is not recommended 

7. Blood Pressure. 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood 
Pressure. A rough method of calculating normal maxi- 
mum systolic pressure is as folloWs : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the 
average is about 100 plug the age 

(ii) .With subjects over 26 years of age the general 
rule of T10 plus half the age seems quite satis- 
factory. 

N.B.- — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 
140 mm and diastolic over 90 mm should he regarded 
as suspicious and the candidate should he hospitalised 
by the Board before giving their final opinion regard- 
ing the candidate’s fitness or otherwise. The hospi- 
talization report should indicate whether the rise in 
blood pressure is of a transient nature due to excite- 
ment etc., or whether it is due to anv organic disease. 
In all such cases X-rav and electrocardiographic exami- 
nations of heart and blood urea clearance test should 
also be done as a routine. The final decision as to the 
fitness or otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest 
with the Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type Of instrumerif should 
bo used ns a rule. The measurement should not be 
taken Within fitness minutes of any exercise or excite- 
ment. Provided the patient, and oarticularlv his arm 
is relaxed, he may be either lying or sitting. The 
arm is supported comfortably at the patient’s side in 
a more of less horizontal position. The arm should 
be freed from the clothes to the shoulder. Tire cuff 1 
completely deflated should be applied with the middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm. and its 
lower edge an inch or two above the bend of the elbow, 
T he following turns of cloth bandage should spread 
evenly over the bag to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The branchial arterv is located bv palpitation at the 
bend of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied 


lightly and centrally over it below, but not in contact 
with the cuff. The cuff is inflated to about 200 mpi 
Hg. and then slowly deflated. The level at which the 
column stands when soft successive sounds are heard 
represents the systolic, pressure. When more air is 
allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in in tensity. The level at whtch the well-heard clear 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be 
taken in a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pres- 
sure of the cuff is irritating to the patient and 
will vitiate the readings. Rechecking, if necessary, 
should be done only a few minutes after complete 
deflation of the cuff, (Sometimes, as the cuff is deflated 
sounds are heard at a certain level, they may dis- 
appear as a pressure falls and reappear at a still lower 
level. This ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading) . 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the exami- 
ner) should be examined and the results recorded. 
Where a Medical Board finds sugar present in a candi- 
date’s urine by the usual chemical tests the Board 
will proceed with the examination with all its other 
aspects and will also specially note any signs or symp- 
toms suggestive of diabetes. If. except for the glyco- 
suria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fttnees required they may pass 
the candidate "fit subject to the glycosuria being non- 
diabetic” and the Board will refer the case to a speci- 
fied specialist in medicine who has hospital and labo- 
ratory facilities at his disposal. The Medical Special- 
ist will carry out whatever examinations, clinical and 
laboratory, he considers necessary including a standard 
blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his opinion 
to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “fit” or “unfit”. The can- 
didate will not be required to appear in person before 
the Board on the second occasion. To exclude the 
effects of medication it may be necessary to retain 
a candidate for several days in hospital under strict 
supervision. 

9, The following additional points should be observ- 
ed 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good 
and that there is no sign of disease of the 

■ ear, In case it is defective the candidate 
should be examined bv the rar specialist. Pro- 
vided that if the defect in hearing is remedi- 
able bv operation, or bv use of a hearing aid, a 
candidate cannot be declared unfit on that 
account Provided he/she has no progressive 
disease in the car; 

(b) that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/her teeth, are in good order and that 
he/she is nrovided with dentures .where neces- 
sa rv for effective mastication (well filled teeth 
will be considered as sound) ; 

(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest 
expansion sufficient; and that his heart and 
lungs arc sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal 
disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, n 
severe degree of varicocele, varicose veins or 
piles; 

(h) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed 
and developed and that there is free and per- 
fect motion of all his loints; 

(i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate 
skin, disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or 
defect: 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chro- 
nic disease pointing to an impnired constitu- 
tion. 

(}) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination: 
and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease 
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10. Radiographic examination of the chest should 
be done as a routine in all cases for detecting any 
abnormality of the heart and lungs, which may not be 
apparent by ordinary physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the 
certificate and the medical examiner should state his 
opinion whether or not it Is likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of the duties which will be 
required of the candidate. 

Note.— Candidates are warned that there is no right 
of appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, 
appointed to determine their fitness for the above ser- 
vices. If, however, Government are satisfied on the 
evidence produced before them of the possibility of an 
error of judgment in the decision of the first Board, 
it is open to Government to allow an appeal to a 
Second Board. Such evidence should be submitted 
within one month of the date of the communication 
in ' which the decision of the first Medical Board is 
communicated to the candidate, otherwise no request 
for an appeal to a second Medical Board will be con- 
sidered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate 
as a piece of evidence about the possibility of an error 
of judgment in the decision of the first Board, the 
certificate will not be taken into consideration unless 
it contains a note bv the medical practitioner concerned 
to the effect that it has been given in full knowledge 
of the fact that the candidate has already been rejected 
as unfit for service by the Medical Board. 

Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance 
of the Medical Examiner: — 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted 
should make due allowance for the age and length of 
service, if any, of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission 
to the Public Service who shall not satisfy 
Government, or the appointing authority, as 
the case mav be that he has no disease, con- 
stitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unflt- 
ing him, or likely to unfit him for that ser- 
vice. 

It should be understood that the question of fit- 
ness involves the future a3 well as the present 
and that one of the main objects of medical 
examination is to secure continuous effective 
service, and In the case of candidates for 
permanent appointment to prevent early pen- 
sion- or payments in case of premature death. 
It Is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service, and that rejection of a candi- 
date need not be advised on account of the 
presence of a defect which in only a small pro- 
portion of cases I? found to interfere with 
continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of 
the Medical Board whenever a woman candi- 
date is to be examined. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated 
as confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit, for 
appointment in the Government Service the 
grounds for rejection may be communicated to 
the candidate in broad terms without giving 
minute details regarding the defects pointed 
out by the Medical Board, 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a 
minor disability disqualifying a candidate for 
Government service can be cured by treatment 
(medical or surgical) a statement to that effect 
should be recorded bv the Medical Board. 
There is no objection to a candidate being in- 
formed of the Board’s opinion to this effect 
by the appointing authority and when a cure 
has been affected it will be open to the autho- 
rity concerned to ask for another Medica' 
Board. 


In the case of candidates who are to be declared 
‘Temporarily Unfit’ the period specified Afor 
re-examination should not ordinarily exceed 
six months at the maximum. On re-examina- 
tion after the specified period these candidates 
shoqld not be declared temporarily unfit for 
a further period but a final decision in regard 
to their fitness for appointment or otherwise 
should be given.
